BITTER ATTACK ON RULE 
MADE BY SPEAKER CLARK 


Speaker Asserts He Won't 
Aid in Ramming Such a 
Rule Down the Throats of 
-Members—Vote on Rule 
Coming Toda 


Washington, Marc 26.—The great- 
est legislative battle yet undertaken 
by President Wilson’s administration 
was begun today with the presenta- 
tion of a special rule in the house to 
limit ‘debate and prohibit amendment 
on the administration's proposal to re- 
peal the provision of the Panama canal 
act allowing free passage to Ameri- 
can ships. For’ two hours the rule 
miternately was defended and attacked 
“in heated debate in the house. When 
adjournment came, with an hour of de- 
bate on the rule left for tomorrow, 
Speaker Champ Clark, who before had 
not announced his position on the re- 
peal policy, issued a statement vigor- 
ously opposing the rule. 

“Surely there is nothing 
about this repeal bill, and there is no 
reason for this mad rush,” said the 
speaker's statement. “I will not be a 
party to ramming such a rule down 
the throats of members.” 

Galleries add Floor Crowded. 

Impressed with the importance of a 
measure which President Wilson has 
characterized as né@cessary to the con- 
duct of his administration's foreign 
policy, an extraordinary attendance of 
the floor when the 
rule was presented. Galleries and 
floor were crowded; throngs of spec- 
tators filled the seats in the galleries, 
occupied the stairways and overflowed 
into the corridors. The spectators 
came when the house met at 11 o’ clock 
tuday and waited hour after hour, as 
routine business delayed the tolls bill 
nervous tension on th? floor 
more tense.

Dwelt on Foreign Situation. 

Mast speakers dwelt on the foreign 
situation. The president’s adherents 
who spoke, all democrats, declared that 
under the treaty the United States had 
no moral right to pass its ships free. 
His opponents, republicans and pro- 
geressives, attacked the foreign policy 
of the administration and denounced 
the proposed repeal as an “abject sur- 
render to Great Britain.” 

Throughout the discussion Majority 
Leader Underwood, for the first time 
opposing the administration, sat quiet- 
ly in his seat, listening attentively to 
the argument. Republican Leader 
Mann and Progressive Leader Murdock 
both made arguments against the rule 
and the bill. .

The 
opposition directed its efforts to ob- 
tain votes to defeat a motion to close 
debate on the rule, which will be made 
after an hour's debate tomorrow, and 
which, if beaten, would allow amend- 
ment of the rule. In this situation, 
opponents of the bill would attempt to 
open the Sims bill to amendment, and 
might force the adoption of a compro- 
mise amendment, repealing the tolls 
section, without surrendering the con- 
tention that the United States, under 
the treaties, has the right to grant 
free tolls. 

Speaker Clark’s statement’ tonight 
encouraged opponents of the rule, and 
Represeutative Sims, author of the re- 
peal bill, later issued a statement, de- 
claring: “I have heard there will be 
an Organized effort by enemies of the 
administration, both in and out of tie 
democratic party, to defeat the motion 
for the prevtous question on the rule 
tomorrow. The object of this would 
be simply to allow’ embarrassing 
amendments to be offered to the bill 
A vote against the previous question 
will be virtually a vote against the 
bill.” 

Both sides displayed great activity 
throughout the evening, preparing for

Speaker Clark's Statement. 

Speaker Clark’s statement read: 

“J am dead against the rule on the 
tolls questi@n and intend to vote 
against it. I will not stultify myself 
by voting for any such rule. I led the 
fight to Jiberalize the rules and prac- 
tices of the house, thereby imperilling 
my political future. We won that long 
and bitter fight and it was the first 
democratic victory in eighteen vears. 
Time and time again I declared that I 
would not advocate a thing when in 
the minority that I would not advo- 
cate in the majority. 

“The democrats won 
1910, the first time in sixteen years. 
I was wunanimdusly nominated for 
speaker and duly elected by every 
‘democratic vote in the housé with the 
hearty good will of every republican, 
because they believed that | am a 
truthful man.

No Personal Question. 

Mr. Wilson emphasized that it was 
no personal question with him—though 
he himself believed the tolls exemp- 
tion was a form of ship subsidy and a 
mistaken economic policy as well as 
a breach of the treaty. He reiterated 
that he did not go to congress with 
his message to express -his personal 
views, but to state a situation which 
had arisen internationally, involving 
circumstances which were not before 
members of congress when thev last 
considered the Panama canal act. He 
did not believe members of congress 
would be compromising themselves by 
changing their votes now because he 
knew they could not have foreseen 
the world-wide protest at that time. 

Asked just what the international 
situation was, the president explained 
that so long as the judgment of the 
whole world was unanimously against 
the United- States on a situation of 
national honor and a treaty obligation, 
foreign ggovernments generally would 


not be enthusiastic about entering into}

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VIGTORY CLAIMED. 
BY BOTH SIDES 


Conflicting Reports Leave 
the Torreon Situation in 
Doubt—Villa Claims That 


He Has Been Successful. 


Chihuahua, Mex., March 26.—An offi- 
cial report today says the rebels have 
established headquarters within a mile 
of Gomez Palacio, and are trying to get 
closer to Torreon. Firing was heavy 
today, but the relative positions of the 
opposing armies with respect to Tor- 
reon was little changed. 

Reports Are Conflicting. 


El Paso, Texas, March 26.—Conflict-. 


ing reports today left the situation at 
Gomez Palacio and Torreon a matter 
of conjecture. General Villa tele- 
graphed to Manuel Chao, at Juarez, 
that he had been in possession of Go- 
mez Palacio since morning and pre- 
dicted that the rebels would have Tor- 
reon not later than Saturday. On the 
other hand, Miguel Diebold, of Huer- 
ta’s consular service, exhibited tele- 
Zrams declaring the rebels had been’ 
repulsed at all points. 

Diebold asserted that when at first 
the rebels thought they had taken 
Gomez Palacio they were Victims of 
a ruse, as a result of which they lost 
many dead and wounded and six hun- 
dred prisoners. The federal retreat, 
he said, was a feint to draw the rebels 
over 127 dynamite mines, which he said 
exploded under the invaders with the 
result mentioned. 

General Villa's telegram, as given 
out by General Chao, asserted that the 
rebels Were maintaining a base at El 
Verjel, 5 miles from Gomez Palacio, 
while the railroad between the two 
Places was Being repaired. He added 
that the federals had attempted to 
evacuate Torreon through hills to the 
south, but were driven back into the 
city. 

(hao declares Villa asserted that for 
the 24 hours preceding his taking of 
Gomez Palacio the battle was confined 
mostiv to artillery practice. Today 
Villa is quoted as saying that his men 
were moving initio positions for the at- 
tack on. Torreon proper, and that he 
believed .the federals would be in no 
position to withstand an assault after 
the bombardment ‘which the rebels 
have in store for them. 

Observers of the situation here say 
they have been misled so often in the 
last ten days by so-called official re- 
ports of both sides that neither offi- 
cial utterance was impressive. More 
importance, it was said, attached to 
the renewed embargo which has pre- 
vented newspaper correspondents at 
the front from sending impartial sto- 
ries of ev®nts under their observations. 

Vietory Claimed for Huerta. - 

Kagle Texas, March 26.—Fol- 
lowing the repulse of General Francis- 
co Villa and his rebel army, fighting 
has been resumed near Torreon at Noe, 
a few miles north of Gomez Palacio. 

This was the substance of a brief dis- 
patch to federal headquarters in Pie- 
dras Negras late today, said to have 
come direct from the battlefield it 
was sent by General Joaquin Maas. No 
details were given. 

A message received 
afternoon, which was explained 
ed to events of last night, said: 

“Our arms victorious at Gomez Pa- 
lacio. More than 2,000 killed. wound- 
ed and prisoners. Cavalry pursuing.” 

Federal officals at Piedras Negras 
interpreted the last message of Gener-

The federal dispatches reached Pie- 
dras Negras over the government wire 
into Monterey. No details were ob- 
tainable as there is no commercial 
communication to that point. 

General Maas, military governor of 
the northern zone of Mexico, was re- 
ported in a Mexico City dispatch to 
have gone from Monterey with 700 
men in armored automobiles to rein- 
force Velasco at Torreon. 

Mexico City Hears of Victory. 

Mexico City, March 26.—Confirmation 
of the reported defeat of General 
Villa’s army at Torreon by federal 
forces under General Velasco was 
given in a message received at noon 
today at the Mexican war Office. The 
rebel losses are placed at 700 men 
killed. 

The rebels are said to be retreating 
for Bermejillo, a town on the rail- 
road 20 miles north of Torreon. 

At the war office it was said that 
the message was sent from San Pedro 
de las Colonias, a town 37 miles north- 
east of the battlefield, and was filéd 
by a federal officer. 

It was the first dispatch to 
through from the fighting zone.

LUMBER “TAP LINES” 
SUCKING THE RAILWAYS 


Washington, March 26.—Serious de- 
pletion of railway revenues through 
the allowance to lumber “tap lines” 
of a part of through rates was al- 
leged in an argument filed today with 
the supreme court by Chief Counsel 
Joseph W. Folk and Charlies W. Need- 
ham, for the _ interstate commerce 
com mtssion. 

Consideration of the 
cases, to be argued before the su- 
preme court about April 6, has been 
watched with keen interest because 0 
their bearing upon the application by 
eastern railroads for a 5 per cent. in- 
crease in rates. Witnesses have told 
the gommission that the railroads 
might meet the situation now con- 
fronting them by reducing unneces- 
sary expenditures rather than increas- 
ing.their income. 

“The owners of these tap lines are 
not in the railroad business,” declared 
the brief filed today. “They are lum- 
bermen with logging roads as a part 
of their plant facilities. If by doing a 
litthe outside common carriage busi- 
ness they can secure a half million 
dollars in rebates upon their lumber 
rates, and the commission is without 
power to prohibit this thing, then re- 
bating is legalizeti so long as the in- 
terests of lumber merchants’ induce 
them to dabble a little in railroading. 

“The practices condemned in these 
cases result in very serious depletion 
of railway revenues, and cast upon the 
general public a burden which belongs 
to individuals and favored shippers. 
They create grave discrimination be- 
tween shipper and give to favored 
shippers undue preferences.” 

The brief pointed out that the com- 
mission was convinced that a conserv- 
ative estimate of the commissions paid 
by regular lines to industrial lines 
throughout the country amounted to 
not less than $50,000,000 or $60,000,000 
a year. It was said that during 1912 
the Pennsylvania paid ~ $1,019,000 tn 
divisions out of the rate to ten indus- 
trial railways connected with steel 
plants, while the New York Central's 
western lines paid to twelve industrial 
railways $660,057, and the Baltimore 
and Ohio to thirteen over $530,000.

I will not be a 
party to ramming such a rule down the 
throats of members.”’ 


Wilson’s Supporters Attack Clark. 

Champ Clark's statement aroused 
wide-spread discussion among both fac- 
tions.

He 
objected, however, ta_being placed in 
the position of indorsing a construction 
of the treaties with Great Britain 
which based the repeal on the ground 
that the American government has not 
the right to exempt its vessels from 
the payment of tolls. He urged that 
the rule be amended and an opportuni- 
ty given to present an amendment 
which would confer on the president 
in his discretion the right to impose 
lesser tolls on American ships. 

Representative Lenroot read a speech 
by Speaker Clark, made when the 
Payne tariff law was in the house, in 
which the speaker declared the right 
of amendment and debate should not 
be curtailed.

RUSSIA PREPARES. 


A military authority of Europe said the 
other,day that while the Balkan war nom- 
inally was ended, its aftermath, so far as 
Europe is concerned, was yet to be dis- 
closed. The shrewdness of the remark 
shown in the steady continuation of mili- 
tarv and naval preparations in Europe, be- 
ginning with England, shown in France, ag- 
gravated in Germany and now at last reach- 
ing Russia. The Russian ministers have ex- 
plained to the duma that it is necessary to 
augment the army by 460,000, bringing the 
first line of defense up to 1,700,000. For 
this purpose an extraordinary expenditure, 
extending over three years, is asked.

At least, Russia is 
spending most of her money for purposes 
of offense and defense with that theory ap- 
parently the governing one. A gradual but 
rather desultory naval program indicates

In Our Education. 


Editor Constitution: Your leading edito- 
rial in the issue of March 25, under the 
heading, “Where Fadism Hurts,” calls at- 
tention to an important matter and expresses 
a warning, which may well be heeded by 
those who set our educational ideals and 
determine our pedagogical practices. 

It is no doubt possible and desirable to 
make certain changes in our schools, which 
will result in the more vital relationship of 
technical educational processes to the de- 
mands of adult life in the matter of making 
a living, as it is called. But in the consid- 
eration of what changes to make it is of 
great importance that certain constitutional 
principles be not ignored. That there is 
some danger that these will be overlooked 
or disregarded is the donviction not of hys- 
terical alarmists, but rather of those who 
see the signs of the times and form there- 
from the generalizations which they clearly 
warrant. 

One of the most important of these prin- 
ciples is that education should be directed 
to the drawing forth and @he development 
of the vital rather than of the vocational 
possibilities of the child. If this be done 
the probability is very great that the mat- 
ter of making a living will take care of 
itself. The true aim of the school is to aid 
in the evoking of manhood. It is not to 
make a citizen nor a worker. Our schools, 
from kindergarten to university, are not 
successful in the highest sense, unless as 
they present to the world their typical 
product they can truthfully say, “This is a 
man.’ Changes consistent with this prin- 
ciple may be welcomed, others are to be 
sternly resisted. 

It is, as suggested in your editorial, im- 
possible to forecast with certainty what the 
future an individual child Should be or 
will bé When this is attempted sins against 
individuality are apt to be committed and 
the final result may be the condemnation 
of the child vocation for which nature 
did not intend him. In this case, both he 
and society suffer. One of the chief criti- 
cisms of medieval educational psychology 
is that it regarded the child as a miniature 
man, and as a result employed mechanical 
educational methods. Strange as it may be 
there are movements in modern education 
supposed to be progressive which are based 
on”“a reactionary psychology antedating not 
only Froebel and Pestalozzi, but even Martin 
Luther.

“The Racial Inheritance.” 

Whatever a child-is to do, he has a 
right to the racial inheritance of knowledge 
and culture, and so there should be a large 
intellectual element in his education. This 
should be supplemented also by a large 
religious element. If we forget that the 
individual has mind and soul, and seek, there- 
fore, only to make him a good mill hand or 
a good farmer or a good lawyer, we sin 
grievously against him. The great Kant 
declared that to use a human being as a 
means to an end without his consent is 
to commit a serious trespass against him. 
In the light of this principle how great 
would be the trespass of our school system 
against those whom it should foreordain 
and predetermine to certain industrial pur- 
suits by the constraint of a narrow and 
narrowing industrial education. The end 
aimed at this kind of education is in- 
crease of wealth. As a subordinate aim of 
education this is well enough, but if it be- 
come the supreme end, our glory and dignity 
as a people will pass away. In ancient 
Greece, Boeotia was famous for fine crops 
and dull, brutish folks; Attica, though with- 
out a fertile il, was the birth place and 
home of ar® literature and philosophv. We 
need today not only to safeguard, but to 
augment the Attic element in our civiliza- 
tion. 

The American 
the education of all 
public schools will be 
of political freedom and the free fountain 
of an abiding democracy of spirit. But if 
we shal] so change our educational methods 
as to stratify our people in vocational layers, 
the result will be the intensification of the 
class spirit to the point of danger for our 
fundamental, political ana industrial struc- 
tures. Caste systems are offensive to Ameri- 
can ideals, whether founded on heredity or 
fostered by an education which constrains 
the child of a mill hand to be a mill hand 
and the child of a farmer to be a farmer.

London, March °26.--That the govern- 
ment still is facing a situation of ex- 
treme difficulty is proved by the fact 
that Premier Asquith was not in a po- 
sition tonight to make his promised 
statement in parliament, and it conse- 
quently was postponed until tomor- 
row.

Field Marshal French Resigns. 

The only new facts in the situation 
today were found in the resignation 
of Field Marshal Sir John French, 
chief of the imperial general staff, and 
Sir John Spencer Ewart, adjutant gen- 
eral, from the army council. Rumors 
that other members of the army 
council have resigned could not be 
confirmed. 

Negotiations and conferences be- 
ween Buckingham FPalace, the war 
office and Downing street were car- 
ried on throughout the day, and it 
was known that the strongest efforts 
were being adopted to induce Field 
Marshal French and General Ewart to 
reconsider. The prime minister called 
a hurried meeting of the cabinet at 
his residence after it was decided to 
postpone the statement to parliament. 

Later it was announced, with a 
show of authority, that.both French 
and Ewart at last had consented to 
withdraw their resignations. 

In lreland, no change has occurred. 
Belfast remains quiet, and, although 
it is asserted that officers at the Cur- 
ragh camp are determined to resign 
because of the repudiation of Colonel 
Seely’s g@uarantee by the government, 
no actual resignations, so far as is 
known, have occurred. 

Army Disruption Predicted. 

Brigadier General Gough, commander 
of the Third cavalry brigade, in the 
course of an interview, said: 

“If Premier Asquith withdraws the 
guarantees he will have to owerthrow 
the army council and the government 

will be faced pragjically with disrup- 
ote of the army.
